This young minister, the Rev. Her- 
man Dubberstein, a graduate of last 
June at Concordia, is stationed at Deer- 
field, in Western Kansas, near the Colo- 
rado line. This town is several hun- 
dred miles from Barnes, where Mrs. 
Drummond is visiting, but it will not 
surprise her relatives if she goes to 
Deerfield in a few months to marry the 
young clergyman, instead of returning 
to St. Louis. 

Within two weeks after her midnight 
marriage to Drummond, or to Drum- 
mond’s sub-conscious sélif, she wrote to 
the young minister, telling him of the 
marriage, declaring that she was not 
herself at the time of the ceremony, 
and asking if the minister would for- 
give her and, when she was free, would 
marry her. 

The answer, telegraphed from the min- 
ister’s Kansas home, was: 

“Yes, if you go home to your pa- 
rents; that is the one condition.” 

Drummond's. statement, rf de under 
oath at Clayton Friday, that he was 
under sub-conscious control at the time 
of the marriage, Jan. 23 last, is credited 
by his bride’s relatives. They say they 
believe both Drummond and the young 
woman were under some abnormal! in- 
fluence at the time cf their marriage, 
and for several days afterward. 

Both Seemed Hypnotized. 

. "The day after the wedding,” said one 
relative, ‘“‘both of them acted in the 
strangest possible manner. They seem- 
ed as if hypnotized. This appearance 
was very marked when they came to 
South St: Louis to tell the family of 
their marriage. 

“When he and Charlotte were apart 
after their’ marriage, she called him up 
by telephone every 10 minutes for two 
hours, and otherwise acted very 
strangely. 

‘Three days after the wedding, she 
had $175 Drummond had given her to 
buy clothing. She ae 0 this. 

“When she returned home, less than 
two weeks after the wedding, she was 
worn out from nursing Drummond. She 
was in a strange mood, seemingly only 
half conscious of what was going on, 
and it was several weeks before she 
recovered. Then her friends kept call- 
ing and their inquiries and their well- 
meant expressions of sympathy annoy- 
ed her so that she felt she must leave 
St. Louis. 80 she went to her uncle's

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One man was killed and another geri- 
ously injured when one of the buijdings 
of the Equitable Powder Mill. near East | 
Alton, exploded at Il a. m. Saturday. 
‘The man killed is Jefferson . Bright, 
member of the City Council of Bast Al- 
ton. The man injured is Aaron Patter- 


son, also of East Alton. : 

The powder plant is a mile from East 
Alton and about five miles from Alton. 
The buildings are small and widely 
scattered, so aw to minimize the danger 
to employes from explosions. Usually 
only two or three employes are at work 
in the same building at the same time. 

The building in which the explosion 
occurred was the corning mill, a frame 
structure 20 by 30 feet and 16 feet high. 
In it were 5000 pounds of unrefined pow- 
der in 100-pound cakes. Bright’s duty 
| was to put these cakes in the corning 
| mill, which ground it to powder, after 
which it was taken to the glazing mill, 
400 tébt away, to be glazed. 

Bright was alone in. the mill and it 
is not known what caused:the explosion. 

The force of the explosion destroyea 
the building. Bright's body was blown 
60 feet up the side of a hill and across 
a creek. The head was crushed and the 
legs were broken 

Patterson was knocked .down with 
such force that he was stunned and 
crazed.

54-HOUR WEEK FOR WOMEN 
IS HELD UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Test Case Against Foreman of 
Shoe Factory’ Lost by Fac- 


tory Inspector. 


The law prohibiting the employment 
of women and girls in factories for more 
than 54 hours a week was declared un- 
constitutional by Judge Wilson A. Tay- 
lor of the Court of Criminal Correction 
Saturday. 

The decision was rendered in a test 
case against William H. Moulton, fore- 
man of the Roberts, Johnson & Rand 
Shoe Co. He was charged with viola- 
tion of the law for causing Addie Pick-| 
ert to work more than 54 hours during 
the week of Nov. 724. 

The 8t. Louls shoe manufacturers 
Were all interested in the test case. For- 
mer Judge Virgil Rule handled the case 
for the shoe people.

Q.: How would you explain the 
phenomenon that @ man can, when 
under the Influence of: liquor, act 
as a perfectly rational person, so 
that no-one can detect that he is 
under the Influence of liquor, and 
yet have no recollection of that 
fact thereafter? 

THERE are various explan- 

A “ations offered, none of which 
*"\is positively proved. Many 
things in medicine are more or less 
guesswork. .The most generally ac- 
cepted explanation is the duality of 
the human mind. We have a mind, 
by which we ordinarily control our 
life and affairs, or the active mind: 
we have another mind, that is 
called the subjective or inactive 
mind, the mind that is in. abey- 
ance; the mind that is the séat of 
metmnory. A man may so place 
himself, through the abuse of alco- 
hol, or from other causes, that the 
active mind, for the time being, 
may be in abeyance, so that the 
automatic mind, the subjective 
mind, takes possession of the body. 
Ordinary acts of life, while in that 
condition, are performed automati- 
catly, or performed as one would 
if he were thoroughly conscious, 
and so far as one can judge from 
such actions, a man is entirely 
himself, At the same time, he 
is entirely unconscious, and later, 
when his normal condition is re- 
stored, remembers nothing of the 
acts that took place at that time.

“T object; the motion is out of order,” 
shouted Mr. Hughes of New Jersey. 

Continued uproar gave way to partial 
quiet, restored by the Speaker after 
pounding his desk vigorously. 

“The Speaker being ready to rule on 
the point of order,” annonced Mr. Can- 
non, “‘the clerk will read the resolution 
of the gentlemen from Nebraska (Mr. 
Norris). 

Taking up a bundle of typewritten 
manuscript, the Speaker read his rul- 
ing in a clear voice that could be 
heard distinctly by every one. The 
most intense silence prevailed on the 
floor and in the galleries,

The fact that the 
Constitution says that the ‘House ‘shall 
hove power to’ lay taxes, regulate com- 
merce, make naturalization laws, coin 
money, establish postoffices, create 
courts, support armies and a navy, etc., 
has not given these subjects, when em- 
bodied Mm bills, any right to disturb the 
order of business provided by, the rules.

The very object of the rules is to 
‘provide an orderly way fer consider- 
“ng those and other subjects entrust- 
ed to the House's judgment.

PASTEURIZATION OF MILK 
* TS ABANDONED IN CHICAGO 


Alderman Argues: Cost Would. 
Put 1300 of 1400 Dealers 


Out of Business. 


CHICAGO, March 19.—The Health 
Committee of the City Council has de- 
cided by a vote of 6 to 1 to abandon the 
Pasteurization of milk in Chicago, which 
was only recently adopted. 

The matter of repealing the ordinance 
will come before the Council next Mon- 
day. ' 

Alderman J. A. Hey’s argument for 
repeal of the Pasteurized milk ordinance 
ise that 1300 of the 1400 dealers in the 
city will be put out of business on ac- 
count of the cost of install'ng Pasteur- 
igation machinery. 

“Under Pasteurization of milk the 
people of Chicago will pay over $14,000.- 
000 more for milk annually than before,” 
he sald. ‘‘The dealers left will combine 
and raise the price. 

“Chicago uses about 1,000%00 quarts of 
milk a day. The Milk Trust would raise 
the price 4 cents a quart and hence the 
people of Chicago would pay $14,600,000 
more a year than they/do now.”

“IT have seen both Mayor Kreismann 
and President Reber of the Board -of 
Public Improvements,” said Mr Mischel, 
“and they told me that the railroad 
approaches can be built at this time. 

“It is not too late for this House to 
redeem the promises we made befcre 
the last election by giving the peorle 
what they want—a railroad bridge. 
We haven’t done anything but auth- 
orize the condemnation of land for 
the railroad and wagon approaches 
on this side of the river. We can 
without any delay start work on the 
tast railroad approach. 

“For months I have been misin- 


formed. I have been told that the 
Board of Public Improvements would 
locate the line of the railroad ap- 
proach on the east side. Now Mr. 
Reber says that is the duty of the 
Municipal Assembly. 

“If we don’t begin the railroad ap- 
proach now when we have most of 
the necessary money, we'll not get 
one in ten years. For the sake of the 
shippers and manufacturers who are 
paying the arbitrary—for God's sake, 
do the’ will of the people.” 

The responsibility for the action which 
the House took will be borne by the 
Republican party, Delegate Hilden- 
brandt told members of the Free Bridge 
Committee. Mr. Hildenbrandt was re- 
quested by the Real Estate Exchange 
to cast his ballot against the measure, 
but refused.

A. QUEER combination of John Alden

THE CARNEGIE YEAR BOOK. 

OW that Mr. Rockefeller has an- 

N nounced his intention of follow- 
ing Mr. Carnegie into the field of 
universal enlightenment, what the Car- 
negie Foundation is doing becomes doub- 
ly interesting. The Carnegie Institute 
of Washington has just issued its eighth 


Year Book, a volume of 250 pages, which 
contains a resume of the work done in 


Of the~$694,094,11 available during. the 
year, $467,500 have been applied to the 
maintenance of large projects and estab- 
lished departments of work; $49,969.32 
have been distributed in the form of 
minor grants to individuals; $30,575.02 
have been allotted to research associates 
and assistants; $54,645.27 have been ex- 
pended in the work of publication, and 
$49,792.21 have been required ‘for admin- 
istrative purposes. These allotments 
reached a total of $652,481.82, leaving an 
unallotted balance of $41,612.29 at the 
close of the fiscal year.” The total 
amount of funds appropriated for ex- 
penditure from the foundation of the 
Institution to the present time is $4,320,- 
140.00, of which $307,227.03 were reverted 
and afterwards reappropriated. The 
total amount expended to date is $4,128,- 
607.11, 

The scope of the work undertaken by 
the Institution has broadened until, as 
shown by the present report, investiga- 
tions have been carried on in more than 
thirty different fields ef research and 
extended inte more than forty different 
countries. Two astronomical obsérva- 
tories and five laboratories are main- 
tained, and the equipment ef the various 
establishments located in different parts 
of the United States includes 58 build- 


ings, a Specially designed ship, and 8 
smaller cratt.

This ship was 
launched on June 12, 1909, and set sail 
upon her first voyage on August 21 last. 

“uring her yoyage across the Atlantic 

errors of prime importance to navigation 
were found in the best magnetic charts 
now used by -mariners. 

At the Solar Observatory in California 
the 60-inch equatorial reflecting tele- 
scope has been tested and found highly 
satisfactory. The construction of a new 
tower telescope, 150 feet high above 
ground and 75 feet below ground, has 
been. begun. In addition to the further 
interpretation. of the nature of sun- 
spots, it is: expected that an investiga- 
tion of the electro-magnetic properties 
shown by the sun, in conjunction with 
observations made by the Department of 
Terrestrial Magnetism on “storms” to 
which the earth’s magnetism is subject, 
will result in a distinct advance in this 
field of research. 

Capital results have been achieved 
also during the past year by other de- 
partments of the Institution. At the 
Geophysical Laboratory in Washington, 
where geological and mineralogical ex- 
periments are being carried on, there 
has been an important addition to the 
equipment in the form of apparatus for 
subjecting materials under observation 
to high pressures and high temperatures. 
At the Marine Biological Laboratory 
at Tortugas, Florida, research has ibeen 
widely extended by a corps of special- 
ists. The equipment of the Nutrition 
|\Laboratory in Boston has proved high- 
ly effective in ascertaining the influence 
of nutrition upon pathological as well 
as upon normal subjects. The search 
for the sources of American history, 
which is being conducted by the De- 
partment of Historical Research, has 
been vigorously carried forward in Mex- 
ico, Italy, France, Germany, Great Brit- 
afh and the United States. 

The investigations of the Department 
of Botanical Research have been contin- 
‘ued successfully. -Among these the ex 
periments of the director in the produc- 
tion of mutants in plants seem destined 
to play a fundamental role in the deter- 
mination of the absorbing biological 
question of the derivation of species. 
The progress made in the researches in 
experimental evolution being conducted 
at Cold Spring Harbor has also been 
significant, and the facilities of this de- 
partment have been increased by the 


Sound, where the development of plants 
and animals in a state of*isolation may 
be observed,. . 

The publication work of the Institution 
has proceeded actively. Nineteen vol- 
umes, with an aggregate of. 4907 pages, 
have been issued, bringing the total 
number of the Institution’s publica- 
tions to 141, with a total aggregate of 
approximately 356,000 pages of printed 
matter. One of the miost important pub- 
lication projects thus far undertaken by 
the Institution was inaugurated dur- 
ing the year, namely, that of an edition 
of the Classics of International Law. 
Under the general editorship of Prof. 
James Brown Scott, the early master- 
works in international law are to be is- 
sued. Each work is to be reproduced 
by photographic proces: from the best 
available edition, and accompanied by a 
complete translation into English, and 
supplied with an introductory commen- 
tary. The work already begun includes 
the “Juris et judicil fecialis, sive juris 
inter gentes’”’ of Zouche, and the ‘‘De 
jure belli ac pacis’’ of Grotius.
